Control of Bany's Disease 


Veterinaries state that be- 
tween 10 and Yo Percent of our 
cattle have Bahg's Disease. It 
is from thie disease in cattle 
that Undulent Fever in humane 
ie contacted. Once cattle have 
thie disease there is no cure, A 
large number of cattle have 
been destroyed in an attempt to 
stamp out this disease, however 
it proved unsuccessful. 

There is only one method 

thet can be used to control this 
disease, that being the vaccina- 
tion of all heifer calves between 
the ages of four and eight 
months. Calves born in the fall 
should be vaccinated in the 
spring and spring calves should 
be vaccinated int the fall. The 
vaccine used ig‘a live culture 
wid requires the services of a 
veterinarian to do the vaccina- 
tion. , 
The provincial 
has edvised that he will come to 
this district and vaccinate the 
heifer calves, provided there are 
enough = applications. Where 
there are 100 or more calves to 
be vaccinated in a district the 
charge is 25c per head, and 
where individual herds in a 
district are vaccinated the price 
is 75 cents per head. 

All farmers interested in get- 
ting their heifer calves vaccin- 
ated should apply for application 
forms at the Municipal Office, 
Three Hills or the District Ag- 
ricultusist’s.cffies, Drumheller. 
Applicants should state wheth-
